HELSINKI, Jan . 22.—Freezin g 
of the Gulf of Fin lan d from the 
Eston ian to the Fin n ish shore has 
con fron ted Fin lan d with the p os­ 
sibility of an ov er-ice attack from 
Sov iet Russian bases in Eston ia. 
Foreign military observ ers sp ec­ 
ulated today on the chan ces of 
success for such a thrust. Fin n s 
in sisted they were well p rep ared 
to meet it. 
The coast, in some section s at 
least, has been fortified an d bar­ 
ricaded with barbed wire. The 
frozen beach at Han ko, for ex ­ 
amp le, is laced with barbed wire. 
Han ko, 
southern most Fin lan d, 
lies at the tip of a Gulf of Fin ­ 
lan d p en in sula, 55 miles n orth­ 
west of Baltiski, Sov iet Russia’s 
Eston ian air base.
